AN ACT Relating to the acquisition of aquatic l|lands by the
departnment of natural resources; and anending RCW 79.105.410 and
79.17. 210.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW 79.105.410 and 2005 ¢ 155 s 163 are each amended to
read as foll ows:

(1) (@) The departnment is authorized to purchase from wlling
sellers or accept gifts of aquatic land within the state, including
ti del ands, shorelands, harbor areas, ((and)) the beds of navigable
waters, and any adjacent uplands, all which shall be nanaged in
accordance with the appropriate tidelands and shorel ands statutes and
becone part of the state-owned aquatic |and base.

(b) Consistent with RCW 79.105.030, the departnent nust devel op
procedures and criteria that state the manner in which purchases or
gifts of aquatic |land, ((+eeeived)) obtained after July 27, 2003, may
occur. No purchase or gift of aquatic |and nay be executed or accepted
until :

(((2y)) (i) An ((appraisal)) estinmate of the value of the | and has

been prepar ed;
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((B)y—an—-environmental—site)) (ii) A risk assessnent screening has
been conducted; ((anrd—{€)))

(iii) The chain of title ((property—+eport)) has been exam ned and
approved by the attorney general of the state((-)); and

(v) The results of the ((appratsal—thesiteassessrent—andthe
examnat+en—of—the title property+eport—ust—be)) processes set out in
this subsection (1)(b) have been submtted to the board ((before—the
departnent mway accept a gift of aqguatic land)).

(2) The authorization to accept gifts of aquatic land wthin the
state extends to aquatic |and accepted as gifts prior to July 27, 2003.

(3)(a) In addition to the other requirenents of this section, no
aquatic lands may be purchased by the departnent unless the purchase
furthers one or nore of the follow ng val ues:

(i) Enhancenent of public use or access;

(ii) Habitat conservation; or

(iii) Habitat restoration.

(b) (i) Except as otherwi se provided in (b)(ii) of this subsection,
aquati c | ands purchased by the departnent under this section may not be
| eased or subleased to an individual or private sector entity.

(ii) The departnent nay |ease aquatic |lands purchased under this
section to an individual or private sector entity only if:

(A) The purchased land was, at the tine of purchase, put to an
active use and the lease is limted to allowing only the sane uses that
are currently in existence at the tinme of purchase; or

(B) The purchased lands are leased for one of the purposes
identified in (a)(ii) or (iii) of this subsection.

(4) Prior to the purchase of an aquatic land parcel under this
section, the departnent shall hold at |east one public neeting in the
| ocal community to provide an opportunity for input and coments on the
restoration or conservation plan developed for that parcel.

(5) Any grants received by the departnment for the purpose of
purchasing lands under this section nust be placed in the natural
resources real property replacenent account created in RCW 79.17.210.

Sec. 2. RCW 79.17.210 and 2003 c¢c 334 s 118 are each anended to
read as foll ows:
(1) The legislature finds that the departnent has a need to
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maintain the real property asset base it nmanages and needs an
accounting nmechanismto conplete transactions w thout reducing the real
property asset base.

(2) The natural resources real property replacenment account is
created in the state treasury. This account shall consist of funds
transferred or paid for the disposal or transfer of real property by
t he departnment under RCW 79.17.200 and any grants received under RCW
79.105. 410. The funds in this account shall be used solely for the
acquisition of replacenent real property and may be spent only when
and as, authorized by |egislative appropriation.
